Against Tuition Support

The CSUS Academic Senate has voted not to support 
tuition unless the quality of education deteriorates 

In a meeting with Academic Senate members last 
week, Dr. Dorothy Sexter, CSUS History Professor, 
briefed the members on the iswe of tuition 

According to Sexter, “The situation has reached the 
point of deterioration and if it deteriorates any further, we 
will have to result to poorer quahty education.” 

Governor Brown has already ordered a two percent 
budget cut for the 1981-82 fiscal year for UC and CSUC 
campuses 

The two percent means about 20 million dollars in cuts 
Furthermore, a five percent cut, a total of 50 million dollars 
is projected for the 1982-83 budget. Because the fall 
semester has already begun for the 1981-82 budget, the 
two percent cut for spring semester will in actuality be a 
four percent budget cut. With this two percent cut, it may 


very well eliminate 80 full-time faculty positions, Sexter 
said. Governor Brown has already ordered a 40-day hiring 
and spending freeze for all CSUC campuses. 


If 80 full-time faculty members are eliminated, that 
could mean a loss of 320 classes. 

The two main indications of the deterioration 
according to Sexter is the lack of library acquisitions and 
the media center (CIM). The resources in the library are 
not updated to meet the students’ needs and the faculty 
members cannot order films for their classes because there 
isn't a sufficient amount of funds available, Sexter sard. 

Another indication of deterioration is that more and 
more teachers are giving multiple choice exams and 
objective exams because there are just too many students 
‘We need to have students do more writing,” Sexter said 
Students don’t learn from the multiple choice questions, they 
learn by developing their writing skills, Sexter added 

Psychology professor Jack Brackman, a member of

Johnson's promise sounded good, so good that it added 
cofisiderably to LBJ's 1964 landslide over Goldwater. Yet 
within four years Johnson raised the number of U.S. 
iers in Vietnam to more than 535,000, an increase of 
2,800 percent. With $30 bilhon pouring into Vietnam 
e year and no tax increase to finance the spending, 
inflation began to nse. Thus, the quagmire known as 
Vietnam helped dive Johnson from office in 1968 
Seventeen years alter Johnson made his promise, a 
new president named Reagan made a similar one. Asked 
about the recent arms shipments to the Middle East, the 
President said the United States has “no intention” of U.S 
mulitary personnel engaging in combat in the Middle East 
Ae Reagan's promise was beamed nationwide on network 
news, there was a hint of hesitation in his voice, as though 
inthe back of his mind he was pondering circumstances 
that would override his words. Just as Johnson's words 
raturned té haunt him, so Reagan's might one day return to 
do the same 
» Other presidents have been able to play with fire in the 
Middle East without getting burned. Eisenhower sent 
Marines into Lebanon. Nixon shuttled massive quantities 
bf ammunition, tanks and medical supplies into Israel 
disring the Yom Kippur War of 1973. And perhaps most 
dtamatic, Carter orchestrated the peace treaties signed by 
Menachem Begin and Anwar Sadat 
+ Unlike his predecessors, Reagan is walking a tightrope 
without a net, especially in ight of Sadat's assassination 
While past presidents could limit their involvement in the 
Middle East, the current situation does not alford Reagan 
the luxury of using his wit and charm. Instead, he seems to 
Rave adopted a “walk softly but carry a big stick” stance as 
he confronts both Mideast “madmen” and the growing 
Soviet threat in the Middle East 
12 While the region's resident bad-boys, Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeimi and Col. Moammar Khadaly, differ 
‘Geatly in thew style, both were quick to seize upon the 
(Ormoil .-eated by Sadat's murder. Khomeini recently 
tBed to expert his brand of Islamic revolution by telling 
arour. 1 the world to “take the reins of power into 
r own har ds.” Meanwhile, Libya's leader Khadaly 
after two of his jet fighters were shot down by 
an fighters while on maneuvers over the Medi- 
anean. Applauding Sadat's death, Khadalty has urged 
people of Egypt to nse up in revolution 
_. In quick response to Khadaly, Reagan has sent two 
‘AWACS radar planes to Egypt as an initial show of 
support for Sadat’s successor, President Hosm: Mubarak 
‘The AWACS were immediately put to use in patrothng 
‘Egypt's skies by monitonng Libyan troop movements and 


Israel Struggles 


The small and mighty nation of Israel is doing 
everything possible to try and prevent our country from 
selling AWACS radar intelligence-gathering aircraft and 
other advanced aw weaponry to Saudi Arabia. 






The sale of these planes poses a clear “danger” to 
lerael according to Israeli Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin. “We are not frightened about AWACS,” said 
Begin, “but we are worried about them.” 

Israel has a nght to be worned about these planes. If the 





Soviet naval movements in the Mediterranean. Khadaly 
called the AWACS delivery “a challenge and a provoca 
tion to the peoples of the region, and a real danger to thei 
security.” Meanwhile, Sudan, Egypt's southern neighbor 
and closest Afncan ally, has accused Khadafy and Libya 
cf launching air raids on its western border villages 

Reagan's attempt to send AWACS to Saudi Arabia, 
our number one source of imported oil, has run into stiff 
opposition from Congress. The most voiced fear from 
Congress is the possiblity of Saudi Arabia falling, leaving 
secret technology in unfnendly hands, as happened when 
the Shah fell from power in Iran. Despite presidential 
assurances of not letting “Saudi Arabia become another 
lran” many congressmen remain unconvinced, 

Remembering Reagan's unwillingless to support 
President Carter on Salt II and the Panama Canal treaties, 
assistant Democratic leader Alan Cranston had this to 
say: “Il would lke to paraphrase the words of Ronald 
Reagan when he opposed President Carter on the canal 
issue: ‘We built the AWACS. We paid for them. We 
should keep them.’ ” 

Seeking to drum up support for the proposed AWACS 
sale, Vice President George Bush labeled Libyan leader 
Khadaly as the protector of the likes of Idi Amin. Amun 
had tens of thousands of his opponents slain before his 
eight-year rule of Uganda ended in April 1979 when he 
was overthrown. Libya granted Khadafy asylum, but 
Amin now resides in Saudi Arabia, which the Reagan 
administration considers “moderate.” 

While Egypt and Sudan nervously eye Libya to ther 
west, Saudi Arabia's attention is drawn to the east and 
lran's precanous existence. Since Bam-Sadr was deposed 
last summer, 2,150 foes of Iran's government have been 
executed. Khomeii has his hands full as enemies, both 
within and without, drain his country's stability. Guernilas, 
believed to number 100,000, explode bombs daily 
throughout Iran, sometimes killing key political figures 
Iran's war with Iraq has dragged into its second year 
Meanwhile, a long Russian border to the north and the 
Soviet army's presence in Aighamstan to Iran's east only 
serve to heighten Iran's instability 

Since 1973, the Soviets have built over 1,000 fighter 
planes a year, twice as many as the U.S. The Soviet Umon 
has at least 135 major military industrial plants. One tank 
plant stretches more than two miles. Not satisfied with ther 
nuclear arsenal, the Soviets will have laser weapons for use 
in ground and air combat by the mid- 1980s. The type of 
germ wartare bemg conducted by Vietnamese troops in 
Cambodia has been traced back to Russia as the suppher 

If the Soviets decide torutnible into Iran to actueve thew 
goal of having direct access to the Indian Ocean, 
Khomemi: might decide to swallow his Islamic pride and 
turn to the “Great Satan, America” for help, and Reagan 
rmaght find himself embroiled in the Middle bast conflict he

In 1976, a passenger airline 
was hijacked to Uganda. The then-President Amin

Saudi Arabia has actively condemned the peace 
process between Eyypt and Israel. The Saudis also pride 
themselves on funding PLO terror- 
ism. The PLO's stated objective is 
the “extermination of Israel.” 

Should the United States-Saudi 
sale of the advanced weaponry go 
through, the “creation of a de facto 
alhance will result against the Soviets,” 
said one U.S. official. That is just 
great for us, but what about Israel? 

Throughout history the Jews 
have been martyred for thew reli.

For being citizens 
of Europe during World War II, they 
were martyred in the holocaust. 


Another possible repetition of 
history is in the making. The Reagan 
admimistration 1s pushing hard for the 
AWACS sale. Why? Fer the sirnple 
reason of oil. 

Only a few years ago the nation 
was ready for a crisis in the Middle 
East. Our desire for oil seems to 
matter more than the people of 
Israel. The selling of weaponry 
which will put the Israel nation into a 
more vulnerable situation to exist 
cannot be allowed.

Jagger Pranées, 
The Crowd Dances 


As Tour Advances

In 1968, the Rolling Stones produced and starred in a television show 
which also featured such prominent British bands as Cream, the Who and the 
newly-formed Led Zeppelin. The show, which has rarely (if ever) been shown 
in this country, was dubbed “The Rolling Stones’ Rock ‘n Roll Circus.’ 

That moniker would have served equally well as the theme of last 
weekend's pair of Stones’ concerts at Candlestick Park in San Francisco, for 
ihe mood which permeated the crowd was one of joyousness and jubilation, 
instead of the fear and loathing that normally possess the average audience at 
a Van Halen or AC/DC concert. 

Saturday's crowd was uncommonly well-behaved and courteous, due 
possibly to the fact that many of them had been partying in the parking lot for 
much or all of the night before and were feeling the adverse effects thereof 
More likely, though, this air of tranquility came from the maturity of the 
crowd. While a good number of the fans in attendance weren't even born in 
1963 when “Satisfaction” first broke out, there was another large faction of 
concert-goers in their thirties and forties, who came to show allegiance to one 
of the few bands of ther era still in existence, and possibly to try and recapture 
a lew memories into the bargain. Some of the other sub-groups in noticeably 
attendance were the preppies (who were trying to look stylish), the New 
Wavers or, if you must, punks (who were trying to look outrageous), and the 
acid heads (who were trying to remember why they had come in the first 
place.) 


Mick Jagger wasted no time 
in revealing his charismatic 
personality to the assembled 
multitude; prancing, gesturing 
and generally exhorting the 
crowd to “get their ya-yas 
out.” 


Hopefully they had remembered by 3 p.m., for at precisely that hour a 
cannon shot rocked the stadium and the packed house of 65,000 rose to the 
feet as one, screaming encouragement. The curtains parted and there they 
were — the Rolling Sones, already several bars into a powerhouse rendition 
of “Under My Thumb.” Mick Jagger wasted no time in revealing his 
chansmatic personality to the assembled multitude; prancing, gesturing and 
generally exhorting the crowd to “get their ya-yas out.’ 

The Stones kept up thew onslaught of gut-twisting rockers, interspersed 
with half a dozen ballads halfway through the set, for just over two hours. The 
musicians-— drummer Charlie Watts, bassist Bill Wyman, gtutansts Ron 
Wood and Keith Richards and auxiliary keyboardists lan 
Stewart and lan MacLagan did a superb job of reproducing the Stones 
classics as well as newer faves with all the vitality of the studio versions, if not 
more. The intricate simplicity of the rhythms kept by Wyman and Watts was 
a welcome relief from the overbearing pomposity of so many of their 
descendants. Their unobstrusiveness left ample room for Wood and 
Richards to stretch out, effortlessly trading blazing leads as if they were 
baseball cards. Between these two components Steward (himself an onginal 
Stone from the early sixties) and MacLagan (a former mate of Woody's from 
Faces) laced a piano and organ counterpoint sc tasty it couldn't help but 
enhance the flavor of the songs. 

Despite the band’s musical excellence, it was more than obvious that the 
audience's attention was focused almost exclusively on Jagger. Attired in 
clinging whute football pants and, at vanous times, a bright yellow tank top, a 
rose-colored jacket, a football jersey, an Oakland A's shirt, or no shirt at all, 
Mick cut an extremely athletic figure, prancing, swaggering and cavorting 
from one side of the 50-yard-wide pink and purple stage to the other 
Occasionally he would stroll the length of one of the two runways that 
projected a good 40 feet into the crowd, all the whule clutching the wireless 
microphone that enabled him to wander about so freely 

The band’s 27-song set covered a broad spectrum of the different penods 
in the Stones’ development, drawing most heavily from ‘78's Some Girls and 
they current release, Tattoo You. Their classics drew the biggest response 
from the audience, such as Eddie Cochran's “20 Flight Rock,” and “You 
Can't Always Get What You Want,” during which Jagger was accompanied 
by the entire crowd (or so it seemed) in singing the refrain, the infamous 
“Startucker,” and “Let It Bleed.” 

Right after Richards made his only vocal effort of the show, with “Little 1 
& A” from Tattoo You, Mick and the boys unleashed a volley of explosive

“PIC LAIR ‘B | tunes that by its finish had even the furthest reaches of the upper decks 
dancing and waving. The attack began with “Tumblin’ Dice,” shifted to a 
surprisingly agile version of “She's So Cold,” and then continued the aural 
pummeling with “All Down That Line,” and “Hang Fire (a killer), “Miss 
You,” and, at last “Start Me Up.’ 

The Stones then dealt the raging hordes a punishing triple punch, 
concluding the set with “Honky Tonk Women,” “Brown Sugar,” which 
featured a fret-sizzling solo by Woody, and “Jumpin’ Jack Flash,” during 
which Jagger rode high above the crowd in the basket of a cherry-picker. The 
group returned for only a single encore, but a better song they couldn't have 
picked: “Satisfaction,” the anthem that started theu phenomenai nse to the 
top . As they left the stage for the last ume, the first of many loud explosions 
sounded overhead, the beginning of a barrage of fireworks worthy of the 
tnicentenmal. This, combined with the hundreds o: Britich and American 
flags which floated via parachute through the smoke, plus Juni Hendnx’ 
treatment of “The Star Spangled Banner” booming, the P.A. signaled the 
end of the biggest cultura! event in Northern Califorma’s higtory. 

Warming up for the Stones were George Thorogood and the Destroyers, 
and the J. Geils Band. Both groups gave thew all in the name of rock and roll, 
but were rewarded with only moderate ovations, as the crowd saved thew all 
for the Stones. | know trom expenence that both bands can flog an auchence 
into a frenzy almost at will, but to a crowd primed for the Rolling Stones, 
second best doesn't mean a thing. 

Perhaps the most significant point in the whole show came when the 
Stones resurrected “Time ls On My Side.” More than any other, that song 
typihes the ordeal of anyone who has been on the top of thew held for nearly 
two decades as have the Rolling Stones. | only hope that time stays on thew 
side lor one more tour
